Warriors’ jerseys hot issue

GRANITE CITY —.Fame can be 
fleeting, especially for high school 
champions. 

That is why some seniors at 
Granite City High School want to 
keep their football jerseys. They 
want to remember their champion- 
ship season and, most of all, the day 
they beat the number one high 
school football team in the country 
— the East St. Louis Flyers. 

But- their juest..to keep~ the 

jerseys was denied by the district’s 
administration on Thursday. 
- “WE'VE BEEN talking about this 
since the end of the season,’’ said 
John Kabbendjin, a senior, a defen- 
Sive tackle and a captain of the War- 
riors’ '86 team. 

Kabbendjian said he and other 
senior players were told at the end of 
the season that keeping the jerseys 
would not be a problem as long as 
the players paid for them. 

But when Kabbendjian tried to 
buy his No. 72 jersey for $24, a price

“It was his raw copy of a work that

criticism of their writings. He called 
editors at his publishing house his 
“teachers.”” 

“These teachers live with felt 
pens,” he said. 

SOME WRITERS may ask, “What

said Baker. He answered. to the, 
‘students, ‘‘Are they going to make it 
better? You bet.”” >

quoted to him, he said he was told by 
Principal Ken Spalding and 
Superintendent--Gib~Walmsley~the 
jerseys would not be sold. 

Kabbendjian said he was upset 
with that decision because the foot- 
ball team raised funds by selling 
baseball hats to pay for all the varsi- 
ty jerseys — and the team was one of 
the most successful football teams in 
Granite City history. 

“We're crying out now and saying 
those are our jerseys. I thought we 
deséryed better than this,” he said. 

“WALMSLEY OFFERED to order 
identical jerseys for the players, but 
Kabbendjian said the players 
wanted the same jerseys worn dur- 
ing the season. 

The successful season brought 
Granite City national attention and 
helped the school’s ticket sales, Kab- 
bendjian said. 


“There were more than 7,000 peo-' -

Kabbendjian said.

GRANITE CITY — Clients liv- 
ing in a Mental Health Services 
residential facility at 2440 Grand 
Ave. should be relocated, some 
area residents said Tuesday.. 

More than~30- residents told 
representatives of Mental Health 
Services of Southern Illinois Inc 
they were concerned about the 
clients living in their’ neighbor- 
hood after one client, ‘Troy D. 
Phillips, _ allegedly’ ‘robbed 
Schewe’s Corner Confectionery, 
2550 Grand, in December. 

SEVERAL RESIDENTS: said 
the clients, suffering from emo- 
tional illness, need 24-hour 
supervision. 

John Johnson, director of Men- 
tal. Health Services, said the cl 
ents were supervised from~8:30 
a.m. to 10 pam every day. He 
said it wouldn’t be possible for 
them to have 24-hour supervision 
due to the cost. 

Johnson ‘said the clients are 
placed in the facility because 
hey aren‘t ready to live by 
themselves, or because they 
have no family to stay with. The 
clients, he said, learn indepen- 
dent living skills and are expec- 
ted to attend treatment sessions. 

THE CLIENTS, averaging in 
age from 22-28, are ready to live 
on their own from six months to 
two years after being placed in 
the facility, Johnson said.

Illinois’ state. government spends 
more than $1.5 billion a year in pur- 
chasing health care on behalf of 
Medicaid and General Assistance 
recipients, but the money isn’t going 
far enough. 

In calling for health care delivery 
cost discussions this winter between 
the state, Cook County and. the 
University of Illinois, Gov. James R. 
Thompson noted that the health care 
system is under intense pressure. He 
said, “Purchasers are becoming in- 
creasingly conscious of costs and 
are reducing the demand for inpa- 
tient hospital-care.”

County, St. Joseph’s of Alton, was 
bought in January 1987 by American 
Healtheare, a for-profit company. 
Most St. Louis area hospitals, in- 
cluding SEMC, are non-profit. 

For the third straight year, the 
proposed new federal budget has 
targeted Medicare, the health in- 
surance program for the elderly, for 
the largest spending cuts in the U:S- 
budget. 

Although these financial concerns 
need to be dealt with before a wave 
of predicted hospital closings begins 
to occur nationwide, there is much to 
be upbeat about 

A skilled and increasingly diverse 
medical staff has been recruited, 
and the Joint Commission on Ac- 
creditation of Hospitals continues to 
be highly pleased with the caliber of 
services at SEMC. Many contracts 
have been signed with preferred pro- 
vider and health maintenance 
organizations. 

During 1986, a 30-bed skilled-care 
nursing unit was established and the 
possibility of building a nursing 
home was discussed. Laser eye 
surgery began here, and renal 
dialysis is about to start. 

A big advance will be the laun- 
ching of MRI (magnetic resonance 
imaging). at St. Elizabeth during 
1987. MRI is likely to provide 
breakthroughs in understanding .a 
patient’s precise needs and 
eliminating less gentle health tests.

To the editor: 

As we begin the 100th meeting of 
Congress, one of the most serious 
problems that faces our nation is the 
continuing federal budget. deficit 
and the effect it has on our economy 
and our future. z 

Although we are making deter- 
mined efforts to narrow the revenue- 
-spending gap, the enormity. of the 
problem has made it increasingly 
necessary to look to creative solu- 
tions -to-the problem, 

One of the tools I believe would br- 
ing us closer to the goal of a balanc- 
ed budget is‘line-item and reduction 
veto power for the president. 

Under our Constitution, a pres- 
dient can véto only an entire bill. He 
or she cannot veto individual items 
of spending within the bill, the veto 
is an all-or-nothing proposition. 

Increasingly, a- president has the 
choice of either shutting down the 
government, or ‘Signing into law 
billions of dollars of spending which 
he or she does not support. More and 
more, Congress attaches controver- 
sial items to ‘‘must”’ bills inan effort 
to make it more difficult for a presi- 
dent to use his veto power. 

Log-rolling and packaging good 
and bad programs into a single om- 
nibus bill have become a way of life.

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2 lock-dam -workers ~ 
hurt when wall falls 


Two construction workers were in- 
jured Jan. 22 at the new Lock and 
Dam 26 project when wind caught a 
steel reinforcement wall and it col- 
lapsed on the workers. e 

“They were setting a wall in place 
and, while they were setting it, the 
wind caught it and it fell,” said 
Larry Billengslea, assistant project 
manager for constuction of a 
replacement lock and dam. Belinda 
‘Gibson, 28, Alton, and Brett _ 
Rayburn, 28, Belleville, were 
transported to St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Alton at about 9:15 a.m. after be- 
ing treated by Alton rescue 
paramedics at the scene. 

Gibson, Rayburn and one other 
-worker-were trying to raise the wall 
in icy winds when the steel wall and 
reinforcing rods buckled and _col- 
lapsed, said Ron Viehwig, chief of 
engineering of the project. 

The workers were constructing a 
“concrete form,” two steel walls 
with steel reinforcing rods into 
which concrete is poured to form a 
reinforcing wail, a site spokesman 
said. 

Viehwig said one worker jumped 
free, another was trapped and suf- 
fered a leg injury and the third suf- 
fered minor injureis. 

A spokesman for St. Joseph's said 
the two workers were not seriously 
injured. 

Sven Nylan, project: manager, 
said one of the workers apparently 
suffered a broken leg. 

Officials at Grove Lock 26 Con- 
structors, general contractor on the 
site, said they knew nothing of the 
accident, although Viehwig said the 
injured workers are employées of 
that firm.

School enrollments 
in 25-year decline 


Illinois public elementary” and- 
secondary school enroliment declin- 
ed 18.9 percent in the last decade and 

_projections show another 5.3 percent 
decline by the year 2000, State Com- 
ptroller Roland W. Burris has 
reported. 

Public school enrollment during 
the 1985-86 schodl year was 1.8 


“million pupils, down 419,000 from the 


222 million enrolled during the 
1976-77 school year. Burris said the 
decline is expected to continue until 
the turn of the century, when enroll- 
ment is expected to be 1.7 million. 

Although PHVETS Schools have also 
experienced enrollment declines in 
the lasf 10 years, they have not been 
as great. Burris said private school 
enroliment in Hlinois dropped from 
363,400 in 1976-77 to 329,200 in 1985-86, 
a decrease of 9.4 percent, 

Private schools’ share of total 
enrollment has increased in the last 
decade from 14.3 to 15.5 percent. 

The number of public school 
teachers in Illinois has also declined, 
although not as drastically. Burris 
said an increase in the number of 
special education teachers has kept 
the decline in the teachers’ roster to 
7.3 percent since 1976-77.

110,300 teachers; now the number 
has dropped by 8,000,
